Due to the 
fact that two of our elementary 
schools were declared unsafe 
in the event of a severe earth- 
quake, we have been forced to 
utilize Albany High School to 
accomodate grades Kindergar- 
ten through Twelve on double 
sessions which ‘has greatly re- 
stricted the educational oppor- 
tunities available to our stu- 
dents and a loss of instruction- 
al time. 


The successful passage of 
Measure A on November 6th, 
will enable us to eliminate 
double sessions for all students 
and to relocate our existing 
Middle School to a new site on 
Jackson and Buchanan Streets 
in Albany. 

The continuation of the mid- 
dle school program, in adequate 
facilities, will greatly enhance 
the educational opportunities 
for students in grades six, sev- 
en and eight and will result in 
better articulation and coordina- 
tion of the total education pro- 
gram from Kindergarten 
through grade twelve. 


“The unsafe portions of Cor- 
nell will be demolished and new 
classrooms constructed which 
will ultimately accomodate Kin 
dergarten through fifth grade 
students. 

It is the intent of the Superin- 
tendent that the schools of Al- 
‘any continue to provide a basic 
quality education for all stu- 
dents, The Middle School, in the 
proposed facility, will provide 
us with the opportunity to bet- 
ter meet the needs of students 
at that age level by expanding 
the curriculum including voca- 
tional training and guidance, in 
preparation for high school. 

Measure A differs from pre- 
vious proposals inasmuch as a 
simple majority vote is requir- 
ed rather than a_ two-thirds 
“yes” vote due to the fact that 
previous proposals whieh in- 
cluded alterations or additions 
to existing pronounced earth- 
quake safe structures have been 
eliminated from this measure. 

The Board of Education is 
studying various alternatives to 
the future location of the Dis- 
trict Administration Offices. 
Monies included in previous 
proposals for this this purpose 
have been eliminated from this 
measure. 

Construction of Marin School 
is :presently, seheduled to. begin 
in October with student occu- 
pancy in September of 1974. 

In summary, I solicit your

For a few, Dr. Miller says, 


every day of the year wouldn't 
be enough to do it. These peo- 
ple, who shouldn’t own a dog in 
the first place, fall inte one or 
more of the following catagor- 
ies. 

1. They don’t maintain their 
dogs’ proper vaccination sched- 
ule ot pay atention to their 
health in general. 

2. They ovehfeed their dogs 


or feed them unsuitable food, 
mostly garbage. Then at the 
other end of the line are those 
who half starve their dogs. 

3. They bred their bitches as 
fast as nature will allow them 
to, because “the world deserves 
to have her puppies.” 

4. They have never trained 
their dog in their lives, and do 
not intend to start now! 

5. They turn their dogs loose 
to run wild, because it is the 
dog’s “right’’ — occasionally to 
menace other dogs, or more 
often to mess up or be ‘“‘messed 
up” themselves by other dogs, 
or to be killed by wheels in the 
street. 

Fortunately, says Sawers, 
most dog owners don’t fit any- 
where in tthe above categories. 
For those who do, we can at 
least hope this is a useful re- 
minder — that “man’s best 
friend” can use a little human 
help and consideration through- 
out his life.

cause all other 
“ . traffic, and 
oetaie oadiida other types of 
vehicles expect you to know 
and do this. Therefore, all other 
people on the road are driving 
in such a manner that would 
be dangerous to you if you 
are not following directions 
signs give you. 

For example, let’s say you 
are riding down a street on 
your bike and you come to a 
cross street (such as Adams 
or Kains), marked ONE WAY, 
with an arrow pointing to your 
right, Now, if you were to turn 
LEFT on this particular street 
you would be going against on- 
coming traffic. Since the street 
is marked very plainly ONE 
WAY in the opposite direction, 
the drivers coming towards you 
would not expect any traffic 
coming towards therm If a driv 
er didn’t just happen to see you, 
coming toward him on a one 
way street, you could have a 
very serious accident, and pos- 
sibly be injured very badly 

This same holds true for al! 
other traffic signs. For in- 
stance,, the sign you see when 
approaching a railroad crossing. 
Always, without fail, slow your 
bike down until you almost 
stop, when you approach the 
crossing. Look both directions 
down and up the track before 
going across it. 

A STOP SIGN means just 
what it says — S-T-O-P! Always 
come to a complete stop near 
the right hand curb of the 
street, even if you can see for 
blocks in both directions, and 
there are no cars coming. This 
sign does not mean stop only 


if something is coming -—— it 
means ALWAYS stop. 
A DETOUR sign means the 


road or street you are riding on 
is not safe to travel ahead. Ev- 
en though you might be able to 
get through on a bike, NEVER 
disobey a detour sign! There

ORDINANCE No, 73-08 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE 
CITY OF ALBANY AMENDING 
CHAPTER 8 OF THE ALBANY 
CITY CODE (1958). 

THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY 
OF ALBANY DOES ORDAIN

A SALES AND USE TAX TO 
BE ADMINISTERED BY THE
